Colonel B. W. Brisbois, tho oldest na- 


tive born white person o£ Wisconsin, 
died in the State hospital lust week, at 
the age of nearly SO years. For some 
time past he had been in ill-health, and 
in addition to this Ilia mind began to fail 
him, and it was thought best to take him 
to the State hospital, whioh was, Jouo on 
the 19th of May. 


Colonel Brisbois was born w Prairie 


du Obion in 1805, and was tho only white 
person in the state of ihat ago who was 
a native of Wisconsin, Sis father set- 
tloil in Prmrio du Chien in 1761, a long 
time boforo tbo revolutiouury war bogan> 
and lived there until tho tiwo of his death 
in 1S37.

surrounded by all that that thero is fas- 
cinating and gay in Brussels and the 
surrounding cities, he got homo-sick and 
louged for the

streets of 


Prairie du Ohien, and Belgium, with all 
its enchantments, could hold him but a 
year. 


His father was buried on the summit ot 


Round Top, the highest peak on the 
bluffs, aod for nearly fifty years there ho 
lay all alone, not another grave withm 
a mile. He requested, for some strange 
reason, to be buried in that lonesome 
but commanding spot, and last week the 
body ol the con was laid by that o" 
the father.

•WASIUXGTOX CITY, 'Juno 22. —A high 


official ot tho government Is stated to have 
said:

ica very soon, unless something is dona to 
prevent it. Tho umttor has not come botoro 
tho executive for consideration,

principlo enunciated by tho president in his 
instructions to tho secretary of tho nuvy 
touching tho occupation of Aspinwal). and 
Panama will bo strictly adhered to. Tho 
United States will not permit irresponsible 
persons in any country to endanger the 
lives and property of our own citizens by 
revolutionary organizations against the local 
governments. To put down Preston was

Tho United States Btoamship Iroquois has 


been ordered to GuayquU, Ecuador, to pro- 
tect American interests. Although nothing 
could bo ascertained as to tho particular 
reasons for sending tho Iroquois to Ecuador, 
it is thought that this action on the part o£ 
tho authorities is a forerunner lor another 
peremptory demand for tho release of Santos.

>, Juno 22.—Tho pooplo of Madrid 


aro greatly agitated ovor tho proposod vislf 
of King Alfonso to tho cholera-infected dis- 
trict of SFurda. His mother, tho QT-Qceon 
Isabella, tearfully asks tho young king tc 
romain in Madrid, .urging that his duty to 
his country and peoplo demands that ho 
tako ovory precaution to prolong his lifa for 
their welfare, 
Tha ex-queen reminds him 


that his constitution Is too weak to bear the 
shock of tbo scones of horror which aro tc 
be witnessed In Murcla, tho hot-bed of the 
reourgo. 
Tho ministers also entreat his 


raajosty to romain in tbo capital, and urge 
that if cholora has broken out in Madrid, 
thero is no rooson why ho should go 
to tlie infected provinces, as ho will have 
plenty of scope to oierciso his charitable 
purpose by visiting and chooring tbo suffer- 
ors of tho capital. Tho king insisted and as 
a con^oquonco tho cabinet resigned. Senor 
Sagasta refused to form a naw ministry and 
advisod the king to remain in Madrid, which 
tho latter finally consented to do. TVith tho 
understanding that King Alfonso will not 
visit tko province?, Sonor Canova Del Cas- 
tillo bus promised to romain ia office.
